THE COURT BY2-1 VOTE DIRECTED THAT A SENTENCE LESS THAN EXECUTION 
BE GIVEN SALVATORE R. RUSSO, AN AIR FORCE STAFF SERGEANT CONVICTED OF 
MURDER FOR THE SHOOTING OF AIRMAN BERNARD He WEINTRAUB AT WHITEMAN AIR 
FORCE BASE IN MISSOURI. 

AN OPINION BY JUDGE HOMER FERGUSON SAID RUSSO. 37, "GOT MAD AT THE 
WHOLE DAMN WORLD® BECAUSE A GIRL FRIEND REFUSED to MARRY HIM. 

THE OPINION SAID RUSSO DRANK MORE THAN A HALF-PINT OF WHISKY AND 
DECIDED TO SHOOT "SOMEONE--ANYONE.® 

RUSSO TOOK A CARBINE FROM A WALL IN A TOOL ROOM AND LOADED IT WITH 
A CLIP OF AMMUNITION FROM HIS DESK. WEINTRAUB ENTERED THE ROOM AND 
WAS SHOT THROUGH THE HEART. 

THE AIR FORCE REVIEW BOARD FAVORED COMMUTATION OF THE DEATE 
SENTENCE, BUT SAID IT WAS POWERLESS TO CHANGE THE PENALTY TO LIFE 
IMPRISONMENT. 

REVERSING THE REVIEW BOARD'S HOLDING AS TO ITS POWER, JUDGE FERGU- 


SON SAID3 
"WHETHER IT BE TERMED COMMUTATION, MITIGATION, OR MERELY A REDUC- 
TION IN PUNISHMENT, WE HOLD THAT BOTH THE CONVENING AUTHORITY (THE 
COMMANDING GENERAL WHO APPOINTED A COURT MARTIAL) AND A BOARD OF 
REVIEW HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO LESSEN THE SEVERITY OF A DEATH PENALTY 
BY CONVERTING IT TO DISHONORABLE DISCHARGE AND CONFINEMENT AT HARD 
"QUR PRIOR DECISIONS IN WHICH THE CONTRARY VIEW WAS EXPRESSED ARE 
OVERRULED. IT NECESSARILY FOLLOWS THAT THIS CASE MUST BE RETURNED TO 
THE BOARD OF REVIEW FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS FINDING THAT NO SEN- 
TENCE IN EXCESS OF DISHONORABLE DISCHARGE, FORFEITURE OF ALL PAY AND A 
ALLOWANCES, AND CONFINEMENT AT HARD LABOR FOR LIFE IS APPROPRIATE." 
CHIEF JUDGE ROBERT E. QUINN JOINED FERGUSON'S OPINION. JUDGE 
GEORGE W. LATIMER DISSENTED.
